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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner has read the Applicant's arguments, 
however does not consider them persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the Examiner has stated that the prior art Lewis teaches the claimed limitations as seen on page 4 of the Office 
action. The Applicant has stated that the USC 112 rejection on page 2 directly contradicts the Examiners prior art rejection because the 
112 rejection states that the Examiner has best interpreted the claims according to the specification and therefore rejected the claims on an 
incorrect basis. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees and notes that the 1 12 rejection seen on page 2 is DIRECTED TO CLAIMS 26, 27 and 30 and NOT 
CLAIM 1 . Furthermore the Examiner has stated that the claims 26, 27 and 30 are best rejected in light of claim 1 and not the other way 
around as the Applicant has argued. 

Accordingly the Applicant has not complied with 37 CFR 1.111 (b AND c) because the arguments amount to general allegation that the 
claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references and has not clearly pointed out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art 
disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. 

Furthermore citations of the stream register unit not containing a FIFO the Examiner directs the applicant to page 4 of the Office Action 
where Lewis teaches a stream register unit element 140, figure 5a which as seen in figure 5a clearly comprises a FIFO in element 172. 
The FIFO pool is a plurality of FIFO's which are interfaced not only to the stream register unit but other elements as well as can be seen in 
figure 6. 

The Applicant also argues the motivation to combine the prior art of Lewis and George. In response to applicant's argument that George 
discusses an I/O controller hub 210 that is a control circuitry associates an input or output device, the fact that applicant has recognized 
another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the 
differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
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
